Additionally, he teaches percus¬ 
sion with the two-time World 
Champion Spartans Drum and 
Bugle Corps from Nashua, NH 
and the New Bedford High

Last Wednesday 
Congressman Marty Meehan, a 
graduate of the UMass Lowell 
political science program, spoke 
on-campus at Coburn Hall 
about the impeachment process. 
Congressman Meehan, who 
described himself as a “pro- 
business Democrat” interested 
in bipartisanship, is a former 
lawyer who now sits on the 
House Judiciary and Small 
Business committees. 

The speech given on the 
impeachment process lasted for 
about half an hour and was fol¬ 
lowed by a one hour question 
and answer session. 

The speech was on the poli¬ 
tics of the Clinton-Lewinsky 
scandal and included personal 
reflections on some of the key 


players involved in the 
impeachment process. 
Congressman Meehan said, 

“The conduct of the President, 
while shameful, does not rise to 
the level of high crimes and 
misdemeanors.” Congressmen 
Meehan also stated that in his 
opinion the President played “a 
dangerous game of verbal 
twister” when he was ques¬ 
tioned on the stand regarding 
whether he had sexual relations 
with Lewinsky. 

Once the Judiciary 
Committee makes its Findings 
public to the House, the House 
will have to vote on whether the 
Senate should start impeach¬ 
ment proceedings. However, 
Congressman Meehan believes 
that the House will not initiate 
an impeachment, nor will the 
Senate wish to try the President.

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LOWELL - The Graduate 
Employee Organization (GEO) 
will vote next week on whether 
to pursue a full tuition waiver 
for all Teaching Assistants (TAs) 
and Research Assistants (RAs). 
Currently only in-state TAs and 
RAs receive a full tuition waiv¬ 
er. Most out-of-state TAs and 
RAs pay an additional $4,000 
per year in tuition. The GEO is 
the Union of TAs and RAs 
which represents them in their 
ongoing contract negotiations 
with the UMass Lowell 
Administration. 

Over 65 TAs and RAs turned 
out at recent forums to discuss 
the tuition waiver proposal. 
Foreign students expressed how 
difficult it is to live on the 
amount they make. “You work 
eighteen hours per week and 
after tuition you only take home 
about $ 100 per week. That just

barely covers rent and utilities,” 
said a doctoral candidate and 
RA in the chemistry department. 

In addition, the pay policy 
hurts the recruitment efforts of 
some of the departments. 

“Under the current policy our 
offers of Financial aid to out¬ 
standing out-of-state students 
are below average relative to 
Financial packages offered by 
our competitor institutions, 
including those of our sister 
campuses in the UMass system. 
On the other hand, a waiver of 
the out-of-state tuition and fees 
would bring our Financial pack¬ 
ages above average, and allow 
us to more successfully recruit 
the top-notch Ph.D. candidates 
needed to sustain viable 
research programs,” according 
to Dr. Gus Couchell, Physics 
Graduate Coordinator. 

However, not all RAs and 
TAs support the tuition waiver. 


Says one instate student, “I’m 
really pretty ambivalent about 
the idea of out-of-state TAs and 
RAs getting equal tuition breaks 
(actually, larger than equal 
tuition breaks). The all-for-one- 
one-for-all pan of me says ‘Hey, 
what the hell. It’s that way in 
Amherst, it should be here, too! 
These are my friends and I 
should go to bat for them.’ 
Another part of me, the long¬ 
time Massachusetts taxpayer 
says, ‘Why should I pay taxes 
for Fifteen years only to see 
money go to people who are 
from another state or country?” 
Some other in-state graduate 
employees would rather get a 
larger raise than support the 
tuition waiver for out-of-state 
students. 

“Go vote. This is your chance 
to express your opinion,” says 
GEO chair, Jeff Todd.

A ‘Gran’ departure

The Cardigans are back with their much- 
anticipated fourth studio album, “Gran 
Turismo,” from Mercury Records. 
Produced by Tore Johansson and recorded 
in southern Sweden, “Gran Turismo” 
finds the Cardigans expanding their sound 
while preserving their flair for pop 
melodies. 

A huge year for the Cardigans was 
1997. The Swedish band’s previous 
album, “First Band On The Moon,” was a 
worldwide smash, and the single 
“Lovefool,” which was also included on 
the soundtrack to the blockbuster film 
Romeo and Juliet went on to become a 
number one single. 

The Cardigans are Nina Persson 
(vocals), Peter Svensson (guitar), Bengt 
Lagerberg (drums), Magnus Sveningsson 
(bass) and Lasse Johansson (keyboards, 
acoustic guitar). 

“Gran Turismo” takes its name from 
the video game some members of the 
Swedish quintet obsessively enjoyed dur¬ 
ing breaks in the recording process. 

Nonetheless, the title incorporates both 
the lyrical theme and musical mood of the 
follow-up to their platinum-plus major 
label debut. 

“It fits the idea of being a tourist in 
your own life,” explains Nina Persson. 
“That common human issue of feeling 
dislocated in the uorld, trying to partici¬ 
pate and interact but being prevented by 
either inner or outer obstacles.” 

Melancholy melodies impel the listener 
to wander an internal landscape, some¬ 
times aimlessly, sometimes with convic¬ 
tion, and parallel the album’s concept like 
the mechanized slo-mo assembly-line feel 
of “Paralyzed” and the pealing bells and 
resolute beat of “Marvel Hill.” The cur¬ 


rent single, “My Favorite Game,” is a 
neo-New Wave slick pop tune. 

Those who rely on the Cardigans’ 
sound in “Lovefool” will amaze at “Gran 
Turismo.” Others more familiar with the 
band, however, will see “Gran Turismo” 
as consistent with the Cardigans’ work. 

If the electronic edge leads “Gran 
Turismo” to enter trip-hop territory, “then 
it’s the first trip-hop album with really 
good songs,” Svensson asserts. “In my 
opinion that scene is about beat, produc¬ 
tion, atmosphere, which I can appreciate, 
but I seldom hear a good song come out 
of it. ‘Gran Turismo’ is very much my 
type of song writing - big melodies, very 
simply written on guitar. We just added 
the loops and stuff afterwards.” 

Gran Turismo represents a new lyrical 
plane for the Cardigans as well, with 
Persson for the first time penning the 
majority of the words instead of collabo¬ 
rating with Sveningsson. Persson’s 
vocals, which always slithered like some 
silky liqueur, now kick you in the belly. 

Musical maturity for all members was 
inevitable. They were still in their teens in 
1992 when they formed the band in their 
hometown of Jonkoping. Relocating to 
the more metropolitan Malmo shortly 
thereafter, they hooked up with producer 
Johansson and began a career that has 
yielded a series of hit singles, multi-plat¬ 
inum worldwide sales and sold-out inter¬ 
national tours. 

Rather than impose daunting pressure, 

the band'* popuiam> cau*e for inspi¬ 
ration. “Success has given us more self- 
confidence,” says Lagerberg. Persson 
agrees, “It’s made us feel that from now 
on we can do whatever we want and 
don't have to consider anybody else's 
opinions. I wouldn’t want to die with 
‘that song,’ the words ‘love me, love me’ 
on my tombstone!”

Meet Joe Black , a film from Universal

a crushing check on Sanders. 

Anthony Cappalletti, senior 
captain and leader on the blue 
line talked about their develop¬ 
ment. ‘They look up to us. 

T hey see what we do right and 
we try to help them as much as 
we can.” 

In the consolation game, prob¬ 
ably the last thing the River 
Hawks needed was consoling. 
After a game in which Lowell 
was unable to locate one first 
period shot on net, the Wildcat 
nctminder had some words to 
soothe the ‘Hawk players while 
discussing the first period.

Not since November 5, 
1986 has a Lowell hockey team 
been held to so few shots in a 
period, in fact, they had none. 

To find a first period in which a 


Lowell hockey team was so 
futile, you would have to go 
back as far as December 1, 1976 
when Bowden held them to one 
shot in the first period of a 6-3 
loss. 

Despite the 5-1 score, the 
game was not as close as a four 
goal margin would lead you to 
believe. The River Hawks were 
only able to muster 15 shots for 
the entire game, while the 
Wildcats barraged the net with 
37 shots. 

After New Hampshire’s fourth 
goal, Whitehead elected to pull 
freshman Jimi St. John for 
senior Scott Fankhouser at the 
6:11 point of the second. The 
goal came from Darren Haydar, 
recipient of the Hockey East 
Rookie of the Week for the past 
two weeks, who was left wide 
open and poked home a deflec¬ 
tion off of a Jaime Filipowicz 
shot. Haydar also got a tally at 
12:13 of the first with assists 
from Hobey Baker candidate and 
senior Jason Krog and Mike 
Souza. 

For whatever reason, bringing 
Fankhouser into the game cause 
a shift in the River Hawks, as 
they allowed just one more goal, 
and took the majority of their 
shots while he was in net. 

Krog started the scoring for

New Hampshire got their 
other two goals from John 
Sadowski at 2:12 of the second 
period, and Corey-Joe Fisek 
rounded out the scoring at 15:38 
on the powerplay. 

The lone goal for Lowell 
came from junior forward Chris 
Bell on a powerplay. Bell found 
a rebound after Boulanger hit the 
post and banged home his fifth 
of the season at 16:52. 

With :27 left in the game, 
senior captain Doug Nolan was 
tagged with a five-minute major 
for punching and a game dis¬ 
qualification.

politicians’ spending in their 
campaigns. If politicians agree 
to specific spending limits, they 
will receive a certain amount of 
money from the state to help 
them finance their campaigns. 
This law gives all people an 
equal chance to run for public 
office. 

Question #3 was tax rate on 
interest and dividend income. 
This law changed the state 
income tax rate on interest divi¬ 
dend income, which was 12%, 
the highest in the nation. This 
tax will now be 5.9% starting in 
2000. 

Question #4 pertained to elec¬ 
tric utility industry restructuring. 
The people of Massachusetts 
decided to keep this law, which 
started in March 1998, giving 
customers the choice of whom 
they wish to purchase power 
from. This will break up the 
monopoly of existing power 
companies, and give customers a 
15% reduction of utility rates. 
This law also encourages new 
cleaner energy sources, like 
solar energy, according to the 
official Massachusetts 1998 
Ballot Questions. 

The main contenders for the 
gubernatorial race were Acting 
Governor Paul Cellucci, and 
Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger. Cellucci is an 
advocate for lower taxes and 


education. While in office, Gov. 
Cellucci made 28 tax cuts, and 
signed the largest tax cut in the 
history of Massachusetts for $1 
billion. He has been instrumental 
in the new teacher tests, pushing 
for better education for the chil¬ 
dren of Massachusetts. 

Harshbarger is a strong advo¬ 
cate for health care and was 
planning a bill of rights to pro¬ 
tect HMO members and the 
members of the managed care 
system. In a speech made on 
Feb. 12, 1998 Harshbarger said, 
“I am pleased and grateful for 
the progress the Legislature has 
made toward protecting 
Massachusetts’ health care con¬ 
sumers from the erosion of care 
other states are experiencing 
with managed care and HMO 
plans.” 

After many debates and a 
close race, Gov. Cellucci won 
the race, with a 51 % victory. 
Harshbarger lost the race receiv¬ 
ing 47% of the votes for gover¬ 
nor. Harshbarger won many 
major towns and cities in the 
race by more than a 5% lead in 
cities like Boston, Cambridge, 
Somerville, and Springfield. He 
also won towns such as Heath, 
Ashfield, and Amherst. Gov. 
Cellucci won by sweeping the 
vote in many small towns, 
including the towns in greater 
Lowell. Gov. Cellucci won the 
city of Lowell with less than a 
5% lead, according to the 
Boston Globe. 


During the week of Oct. 5, 
MassPIRG sponsored voter reg¬ 
istration drives on the UMass 
Lowell Campus, where students 
and faculty were able to register 
to vote. From these efforts, 210 
people were registered to vote. 
The voter turn out in 
Massachusetts of people aged 
18-24 was extremely low. In 
Massachusetts exit polls, out of 
12% of voters aged 18-29, 48% 
voted for Harshbarger, and 50% 
voted for Gov. Cellucci. Twenty- 
four percent of exit poll voters 
had finished some college, but 
had no degree. To those who had 
taken the exit poll, the most 
important issue in deciding on a 
Governor was taxes, and the sec¬ 
ond most important was educa¬ 
tion, according to Decision 98 
state exit poll. 

The winners of the 1998 
Massachusetts election are as 
follows: Governor and LT. 
Governor: Cellucci and Swift. 
Attorney General: Thomas F. 
Reilly. Secretary of State: 
William Francis Galvin. 
Treasurer: Shannon O’Brien. 
Auditor: A. Joseph DeNucci. All 
of the above are Democrats 
except, Paul Cellucci, who is a 
Republican. 

A press conference on these 
issues is scheduled for Dec. 2 at 
11 a.m. in McGauvran Hall, 
South campus. AH are welcome 
to attend.
